It appears from a con- 
temporary folio MS. of Waller’s Poems with corrections in his auto- 
graph, now in the possession of Mr. Waller, of Beaconsfield, that the 
Epistle addressed here and in the other printed editions simply “To 
my Lady,” and applying not to the volume, in which it is inserted, 
but to a MS. copy sent to the patroness, was designed for Lady Sophia 


Bertie, for in the MS. the superscription is: “To my Lady Sophia . 


Bartee,” to which is added in a contemporary hand, “the Earl of 
Linsey’s daughter.” The Lady Isabella mentioned by Waller was 
Lady Isabella Thynne. But the MS. described has a still higher 
interest as possessing an inedited dedication, which the poet intended 
to have addressed to Queen Henrietta Maria, but which was suppressed 
in consequence of the Civil War.—-See ‘“‘ Notes and Queries, 3rd S.

This work is attributed to John Watton, an English priest, who lived 
in the latter part of the fifteenth century. The body of the book isin 
Latin, and begins with a statement concerning the duty of teaching 
religious truths, citing the Lambeth Constitution of Archbishop Peck- 
ham in 1281, by which priests were ordered to expound at certain 
intervals the articles of faith, the precepts of charity, the seven works 
of piety, the seven deadly sins, etc. In the course of his work the 
author gives a rhyming version of the Decalogue, verses in which the 
seven deadly sins express themselves, a kind of sermon on these sins 
in prose, followed by various other metrical counsels, and a hymn to 
the Virgin, all in English. In this hymn a couplet is found in the 
MS., one half only of which appears in the printed book. After the 
words, ‘‘ Grete the with Avys five,” near the end, the MS. proceeds, 
‘““A paternoster and a crede,” which is necessary to rhyme with “ To 
helpe me lady at my nede.”
